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Illinois Central Railroad. 

The recent census of Illinois, of which we are 
getting returns, has an important bearing on the 
success of this great enterprise, as the sale and 
value of its lands, and the extent of its traffic, 
must be in very direct ratio to the number of in- 
habitants upon its line, : 

It is now ten years since the grant to this com- 
pany was made. At that time the population of 
the State was 851,000, which was at the rate of 
about 1514 to the square mile. This population 
was found chiefly along the line of navigable 
water courses, Within the limits of the grant 
made to the Central Railroad, it did not probably 
exceed Seven to the square mile, The immense 
plains traversed by this road would, at the pres- 
ent time, be considered as almost uninhabitable 
without it. 

All this is entirely changed. The tide of emi- 
gration now sets towards the very districts avoid- 
ed before the construction of railroads. The 
great gain in population, consequently, has been 
upon the lines of these works, and has been be- 





yond all precedent in this country, as is proved 
by the recent census of the northern judicial dis- 
tricts of the State, which we give elsewhere. 
This district, embracing 85 of the 102 counties, 
contained, in 1850, a population of 335,442; in 
1855, 606,898, and, in 1860, 819,167. The abso- 
lute increase in the 10 years has been 483,725; 
the rate just about 150 per cent. The returns 
from the southern district have not been fully re- 
ceived, but if we estimate the rate of increase 
within it at only 100 per cent., the total population 
in the State, at the present time, is 1,850,000. 
That this is not far from the actual number, is 
shown by the number of votes cast at the late 
presidential election. The total vote was 340,215. 
The ratio of votes polled in the northern district 
was one to five and a-half of the population. A 
similar ratio would give the southern district fully 
1,050,000 inhabitants. k 

Such a migration, in the short space of 10 years, 
has been without a parallel in the history of this 
country. The greatest previous increase of any 
new State was that of Ohio from 1820 to 1830, in 
which period the population went from 937,903 to 
1,519,467. The greatest absolute increase in the 
population of any State was in that of New York, 
from 1840 to 1850, which rose from 2,428,921 to 
8,097,394. One-half of this increase was in th 
cities of New York and Brooklyn. 

As there is a necessary ratio between the num- 
ber of inhabitants on a given area, and the value 
of the lands embraced in it, it will be seen that 
the Illinois Central enterprise, as far as its value 
depends upon its lands, is steadily and rapidly 
improving. Up to a certain point, the increase in 
the value of lands is in a ratio much greater than 
that of the population living upon them. The 
reason is obvious. The first settlers are always 
farmers. It is the addition of other classes that 
creates a dense population, and a home market 
for the products of agriculture. If with a popu- 
lation of five to the square mile, land would be 
be worth $1.25 per acre, the government price, 
it would be worth ten times this sum, with a popu- 
lation of 25 tothe square mile. That the demand, 
and consequently the price increases in greater 
ratio than the population, is a fact within the ob- 
servation of every one. 

Under all its vicissitudes, consequently, the ac- 





tual condition of the Illinois Central has’ been 
steadily improving. The value of its lands in the 
outset may have been over-estimated, and with it, 
the ability of the people of the State to purchase 
and pay for them. The disappointment resulting 
therefrom may have caused a great fall of the 
securities of the company; but their actual value 
was never less at one period than at a previous 
one. The same was true whether the purchasers 
of lands paid for them or not. They were paid 
for as fast as the settlers had means. These were 
greatly reduced by three years of short crops. 
But in the meantime the company adopted the 
wise policy of selling on easy terms, as far as 
credit was concerned, and in this way attracted 
an immense migration into the State, from which 
it could not fail to be greatly benefitted, even if 
not an acre of its lands had been sold thereby. 
The population is either upon or in the immediate 
vicinity of the line of the road. It is all produc- 
tively employed. From its presence in the State 
the actual value of the lands of the company has 
been doubled, and tke product of its industry is 
now swelling the traffic of the road. 

Here then is something affecting the value 
of this enterprise, which a person abroad can un- 
derstand as weil as one directly npon the ground. 
If the lands owned by the Central Railroad Com- 
pany, were worth five dollars the acre, with a popu- 
lation in the State equalling 15 to the square mile, 
they must be worth more than 10 dollars the acre 
with 30 to the square mile. There can be no mis- 
take in this proposition. The next question is 
what ought lands in Illinois to be worth with a 
population of 30 or rather of 33 to the square mile, 
which is about the present rate. Ten dollars 
per acre is certainly alow price. Butit is notour 
object to establish, or estimate their value, only to 
show that whatever it may be, and whether sold 
or not, they must continue to advance very 
rapidly, and that nothing has been lost by lapse of 
time, or failure to make present sales or collec- 
tions, It is enough to know that within 10 years, 
1,000,000 people have gone into the State, attract- 
ed by the cheapness and fertility of its lands and 
that this movement of population must, for an un- 
definite period continue equally great in volume, if 
not in ratio with previous decades, ‘The State is 
a3 rich in minerals as in soil, In position among 
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her sister States, in climate and in commercial 
and manufacturing facilities, she is unsurpassed. 
With 800 to the square mile, the State would not be 
crowded, when the extent of her resources is 
considered. 

The recent census discloses the remarkable fact 
that the emigration into the State since 1855, has 
been nearly as great as from 1850 to 1855. It has 
been supposed that the crisis of 1857 had puta 
stop in a great measure to the movement of our 
people westward, That the contrary is true has 
been shown by the recent poll in this State which 
exceeds by 103,000 that of 1856, which was a very 
excited canvass. As votes polled to the whole 
population are in ratio of about one to five and a 
half of population, the increase in this State since 
1856 would, by this test, be 550,000. 

Whether these figures have been reached or not, 
certainly there never was so grand a movement of 
people in so short a period, nor any previous one fol- 
lowed by such great results. Within the 10 years, 
1,000,000 souls have been added to the population 
of the State. In its material interests there has 
been vastly greater progress. Since 1850 the entire 
railroad system of the State, embracing 3,000 miles 
of line in operation, has been planned and executed, 
The sum invested in these works will exceed 
$100,000,000. But this is not a tithe of the in- 
vestments made in the State, in other enterprises ; 
in the cities and towns that have been built; the 
manufacturing establishments that have been put 
in operation; the expensive works constructed to 
facilitate commercial operations ; in the purchase 
of lands and in the improvements made upon 
them. The building up of such a State as Illinois 
in so short a period, is the most exhaustive work 
that a people can possible undergo, For many 
years in succession, itis all expenditure and no in- 
come. A point is now reached in which the bal- 
ance other side of the ledger is being made up, 
The Railroads of the State like the peopie have had 
their share of hard times. We have good reason 
to believe that such companies as have been able to 
live through the past will be able to present satis- 
factory results for the future. 





Rolled and Hammered Axles. 

As far as hammering is concerned, it injures 
the iron if continued until after the latter has 
cooled below a good working heat. Cold ham- 
mering is practiced at many forges, and we doubt 
if its injurious effects are counteracted even by 
subsequent annealing. The hammer is undoubt- 
edly the best instrument for expelling impurities in 
the earlier stages of the manufacture of an axle, 
but the finishing process is best performed, we 
think by rolling. There is a common opinion 
that a rolled axle journal heats sooner than ore 
which has been hammered. We doubt if this be 
so, inasmuch as all the hammer-hardened surface 
of a hammered journal is turned off in finishing. 
We should be glad to see the whole question of 
the comparative merits of rolled and hammered 
axles settled by experiment. The southern roads 
now! use rdiled axles almost entirely, but the 
weight and speed of trains in the South is insufii- 
cient to decide the matter fully. The Pennsylva- 
nia Central road, however, which has some very 
heavy sleeping cars on its express trains, now use 
rolled axles exclusively, and, we believe, with the 
best results. The Hudson River road would give 
still better opportunities for testing both kinds of 
axles conclusively, and we should like to see a 
trial made there. The trains are the fastest in 


America, and the weight of some of the new 64- 
assenger cars is as much as 29,000 lbs, On the 


the Erie road now makes its own axles, from 
scrap hammered under a steam hammer at the 
Susquehanna shops, There are many railroad 
men who will commence some comparison of dif- 
ferent kinds of equipment or railroad materials, 
but where the comparison must necessarily ex- 
tend over several years they are apt to neglect it. 
For any proper comparison, therefore, every axle 
should bear the date of its manufacture. So far 
as we are aware the practice of stamping the date 
on each axle is followed only by Mrs. A. & P. 
Roberts, of this city, who make both rolled and 
hammered axles and have no preference for one 
over the other. Messrs, Bush & Lobdell cast the 
dates of manufacture also on their wheels.—Zn- 
gineer. 





Railroad from Nashville to Mobile and Pen- 
sacola. 


We copy the following letter in reference to 
lines of railroads designed to connect the South- 
west with the Gulf of Mexico. It is addressed by 
J. W. Sloss, Esq., of Athens, Ala., to S. D. Morgan, 
Esq., of Nashville, Tennessee, both of whom are 
well known for their efforts in the cause of interna 
improvements in the Southern and South-western 
States,

Dear Sir :—I am in receipt.of your letter of 
21st ult., making enquiry as ‘to what had been 
done and what is likely to be done in extending 
the line of road from Decatur to Mobile and Pen- 
sacola, &c.” 

For many years, the subject of uniting the Gulf 
of Mexico with the Lakes of the North, by means 
of a Central Trunk Railway, has been prominently 
before the citizens of Alabama, and many efforts 
have been made to consummate this much desired 
end; but until within a few years past, nothing 
has been accomplished that promises success. At 
this time, however, I am pleased to have it to say, 
that from the city of Nashville to Mobile and Pen- 
sacola, every mile upon the line is let to contract, 
and every company withouta single exception have 
the ability, and is pushing forward the work with 
great energy. 

By reference to the accompanying map, you 
will find, that between Pensacola or Mobile and 
Decatur, there are five lines, all of them being 
“links” in this Central Trunk Railway, that is to 
say: 

Ist. Alabama and Florida Railroad. 

2nd. South and North Alabama Railroad. 

8d. Tennessee and Alabama Central Railroad. 
4th Mobile and Great Northern Railroad, 

5th, Selma and Gulf Railroad. 

I propose to show the points connected by these 
several lines—their progress and prospects, and to 
do so comprehensively, I will.take them up in the 
order in which they are mentioned, 


land by the Congress of the United States. This 
road will also be built by a company force, and 
they have secured 400 hands to be placed upon the 
work by the 1st of January next. No doubt is 
entertained as to the certain completion of this 
road at the earliest practicable period. 

4th. The Mobile and Great Northern Road ex- 
tends from Mobile to Fort Crawford, a point upon 
the Alabama and Florida Road. This road is in 
safe hands—they have the means and are push- 
ing forward the work with great energy—the 
whole is let to contract, all of the iron is purchased 
and it is contemplated to have 65 miles in running 
order by the Ist July next. 

5th. The Selma and Gulf Road will connect 
Selma with Pensacola and Mobile, and will inter- 
sect with the Mobile and Great Northern and the 
Alabama and Florida Roads at or near Fort Craw- 
ford. Its construction is being energetically push- 
ed forward, Selma is also the terminus of the 
Alabama and Tennessee Rivers Railroad, and is 
nearly due South from Montevallo. 


The following table of distances will show the 
length of the several links in the main line as well 
as the distance from Pensacola or Mobile to Nash-

Making the length of the Central Trunk line 
from Pensacola or Mobile to Nashville, by way of 
Montgomery or Selma, (both lines being about 
the same length,) four hundred and sixty-six 
miles, and about as near an “air line” as can be 
obtained. 


It will not be amiss to mention somo of the ad- 
vantages arising to this line by means of its con- 
nections and crossings, as well as the character 
of country and productions through which it 
passes, 

From Nashville to Decatur it traverses the rich- 
est portion of Middle Tennessee. At Decatur, 
which is in the centre of the Tennessee Valley, it 
crosses the Tennessee river, where it intersects 
with the Memphis and Charleston Railroad, a dis- 
tance of 180 miles from Memphis, Leaving De-

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Thus it will be seen that the time will soon come 
when there will be a Central Trunk Railway, ex- 
tending from the Gulf to your city and beyond to 
the Lakes, which will traverse almost évery degree 
of latitude—every character of soi] and climate, 
and every variety of products, 

It is a striking fact in the principle of construct- 
ing public thoroughfares, and especially is it true 
when applied to Railways, that that location is 
most remunerative as an investment, as well as 
most beneficial when constructed across parallels 
of latitude. Tne reason is obvious. The produc- 
tions of latitude differ and there must of necessity 
be an interchange of commodities, 

How then will the construction of this Central 
Trunk Road affect commerce. In my judgment 
it takes no prophetic eye to discern theresult, and 
it behooves the commercial men of your city as 
well as of those cities ]ying beyond you, to ex- 
amine well into this matter, and see the bearing 
the opening up of this great thoroughfare will 
have upon your future commerce, 

Two causes have operated very greatly to the 
detriment of the Commerce of the ports upon the 
South Atlantic and Gulf of Mexico, One is the 
visitations during the summer months of that 
dreadful scourge of the South—yellow fever,— 
the others is the incapacity of their harbors, to 
admit any but the smaller class vessels. Every 
one of them, without a single exception, having 
communication with the interior, are inaccessible 
to the larger class vessels, and suffer more or less 
from the yellow fever, and without dwelling upon 
this point, I repeat, that these two causes have 
done more to injure and destroy the commercial in- 
terests of the South Atlantic and Gulf Ports, than 
every other cause combined. Remove these 
difficulties from Charleston and New Orleans, and 
theresult to their Commerce can be hardly com- 
puted, 

Pensacola is, perhaps, the best, if not the only 
good harbor upon the Gulf, and is the best in the 
Southern States, except Norfolk. It will admit 
vessels drawing 22 feet water. It is also remark- 
able for its healthfulness., 

Mobile under a system of dredging lately adopt- 
ed is endeavoring, and it is confidently believed 
will very greatly improve her harbor. 

When Pensacola and Mobile shall have complet- 
ed the various lines of Railways now projected and 
under construction—extending in almost every 
direction into the interior, especially the Central 
Trunk Railway, they will become easy of access 
from all sections of the Union, And furthermore, 
with all the advantages arising to them by these 
railroad connections-—with their inexhaustible sup- 
plies of Ship timber—with the immense coal fields 
of Alabama opened up to them—with the further 
fact, that they are in close proximity to the Gulf 
Islands, and of the Central and South American 
States, and being nearly due North of Tuhuante- 
pec and the other “lines” of travel of the Central 
and South America States, they could by an in- 
crease of shipping and establishing lines of steam- 
ers to run between these various points, draw 
to them and control a very large proportion of the 
Vommerce of the Gulf. Especially would they be 
enabled to concentrate to them and transport a 
large proportion of the immense travel, which is 
now for the most part, controlled by New York; 
and instead of the freight and travel from the 
West and North-western States, going to the West 
Indies, Central and South America and Califor- 
nia, having to seek a means of transportation at 
New York, as is now the case, this route being 
hearer, more direct, safer and cheaper, would 
concentrate and control a large proportion of it. 

To conclude. Our trade with the Gulf Islands, 
Gentral and South America, is principally in pro- 
visions, and a close observer of the commercial 
world cannot fail to have seen the rapid growth 
of this trade, and the public mind has not been 
unmindful of the fact, that the shipping upon the 
Gulf has been, and is now, wholly inadequate to 
meet the demand. To increase the shipping and 
to foster and build up this trade, nothing more is 
required, than a good safe harbor upon the Gulf 
—made acceptable to every portion of the Union, 





With a Port, affording such advantages, it would 
in a short time become the “ Queen City” of the 
Gulf. 
I have extended this letter much beyond my 
expectations.

In regard to the new organization Mr. Brydges 
says: 

The court, on the 6th August, 1860, ordered a 
decree for the sale of the road, and on the 4th 
October last it was by the officers of the court 
sold by public auction, and-bought in by trustees, 
acting for a proposed pew company. This com- 
pany is now provisionally formed, subject to the 
future concurrence of the holders of securities to 
those of the first and second bonds. If this con- 
currence is procured, these provisional arrange- 
ments will be carried out by the actual completion 
of the new company ; if such concurrence is not 
given, the direction of the court will be required 
as to the step necessary to be taken to permit of

the floating debt creditors asserting any rights 
that they may have, and which for the present 
they have agreed to waive for the purpose of sav- 
ing all parties from the great expense and delay 
of a harrassing legal contest. 

In the mean time, the first and second bond- 
holders of course retain their original position, 

The Great Western Railway Company, which 
holds the bonds of the third and fourth mortgages 
now under foreclosure, although they have not re- 
ceived any interest upon their loans, have been 
receiving a very large and continuous accession to 
their traffic from this railway, to an amount which 
has yielded a very handsome percentage upon 
their loans, and this benefit is constantly increas- 
ing as the traffic of this line itself becomes de- 
veloped. 





Winans? Incrustation Powders, 
We invite attention to the Avertisement of Mr. 
H. N. Wixans, of 11 Wall S8t., this city, to be 
found in another column, The testimonial of Mr. 
Congdon speaks very highly of the value of this 
preparation. The following article in reference to 
it is from the American Railway Times : 

The formation of incrustations in steam boilers, 
from impurities in the water used for making steam, 
has proved the destruction of much life and ma- 
chinery. Some engineers assert that blowing off 
is all sufficient for the prevention of scale; but if 
it is, the persons in charge of the thousand boilers 
using dirty water won’t blow their boilers off, and 
so the evil continues and explosions are not pre- 
vented. The impurities in water are either mech- 
anical or chemical; perhaps only mud and dirt in 
suspension, or perhaps lime more closely combin- 
ed. Filtering has been found an efficient remedy 
in many cases, and boiling the water in connection 
with charcoal has been thought well of. If the 
water before being filtered can be heated to ex- 
pel all the air and carbonic acid, which is often 
the solvent of the foreign matter, the operation 
will be more complete. If, however, no precau- 
tion is taken before the water comes to the boiler, 
it is necessary that something should be done af- 
terwards. The managers of the locomotives upon 
our railways in the west, can testifiy as to the 
need of some decided remedy for the scale precip- 
itated by the waters of that region. 

Scale being a non-conducter of heat, it prevents 
that imparted to the metallic surface from being 
readily taken up by the water. Standard authori- 
ties report 1-16 of scale equal to a loss of 14.7 per 
cent, of heat or fuel. The plates of a boiler never 
get hotter than the water, when in contact with 
them, whatever may be the outside temperature, 
and the water never gets hotter than some 330 
degrees, under 100 pounds pressure. So clean 
boiler plates would last for years ; but when coat- 
ed with scale, and thus removed from direct con- 
tact with the water, get so overheated as to deteri- 
orate in quantity and quality. This burning out 
of the boiler plates is one great cause of repair, 
equal in many instances to as high as 25 per cent ; 
and in waste of fuel from 10 to 40 per cent. But 
the cost is not the only disadvantage ; itis a source 
of positive danger. When the scale gets thick, 
and the plates consequently very hot, the former 
is liable to crack off, bringing the water in contact 
with the overheated metal, thereby causing ex- 
plosion. 

Since the depository of scale is a chemical oper- 
ation, it seems proper to apply a chemical remedy 
to dissolve the same. This is done by the com- 
pounds called incrustation powders, which are 
thrown into the tender or into the boiler.

Railroads in Georgia. 


EXTRACTS FROM THE MESSAGE OF THE GOVERNOR 
OF GEORGIA. 


It will be seen upon an examination of the Re- 
port of Dr. John W. Lewis, the able and faithful 
superintendent of the State Road, that the road 
is in excellent condition in every department; 
and that the net amount paid into the State 
Treasury, for the past fiscal year, is $450,000. 
This sum has been paid into the Treasury, after 
deducting all expenditures and making all neces- 
sary repairs, and after paying $22,940 of bonds 
and coupons of funded debt of the rvad, which 
fell due 1st January and July last; together with 
over ten thousand dollars of other old claims, 
which originated before the commencement of 
my term in office, and which had been for years 
in litigation. It affords me pleasure to add, that 
the officers of the road, in every department of 
its management, have generally been diligent 
and attentive, and have acquitted themselves with 
much credit, during the past y ear. 

The crop just matured in this and adjoining 
States, is known to be a very short one; and 
great demand for bread is anticipated during the 
approaching season. With a view to affording all 
the relief in my power to our people I shall exert 
all the influence I may possess, in favor of a 
through rate upon corn, wheat and other grain, 
from the West, which will bring them into this 
State at as lowa rate of freight as the different 
roads can afford to carry them. This can be 
effected only by concert of action among the au- 
thorities of all the roads, over which the grain 
must pass; and it is to be hoped that none will 
be found wanting in liberality, in this emergency. 
It is true that these low through freights will di- 
minish the amount of incomes from the Road 
which might otherwise be paid into the Treasury 
during the present fiscal year, but our people will 
be amply compensated by a cheaper supply of 
bread. 

I have considered the propriety of bringing 
grain, to be consumed in the State, over the Road 
free of charge ; or ata figure that would pay only 
the actual cost of transportation, without any 
profit. Were such a rate of freight adopted, I am 
satisfied the result would be, that the company 
roads, which form links in the chain from the 
West, would advance there rates of freight so as 
to keep the cost of transporting grain over the 
entire line, but little, if any, below what it is now. 
The result would be, that the price of grain would 
be nothing less to the consumer, while the State 
Road would lose her just proportion of the 
through freights, which she receives under the 
present schedule. Suppose, for instance, it costs 
twenty-five cents, per bushel, to bring corn into 
this State, from the West, over the route by way 
of Baltimore, or by the way of New York. The 
roads forming the route by way of Chattanooga, 
will not be likely to bring it for much less; as 
the demand is here, and must be supplied; and 
they will do the carrying if they keep but a cent 
or two, in the bushel, below the other routes. 
Interest will prompt them to keep their ‘freights 
as high as they can, without losing them by the 
competition with other roads. Should the State 
Road carry for nothing, in the case supposed, the 
other roads forming the:line, would still charge 
twenty-three -or- four cents, on the bushel ; which 
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charged on the other routes, This would secure 
to them almost as complete a monopoly in the 
business of carrying corn, as if they carried it for 
half-the sum. The State would lose her part of 
the freight, while company roads, mostly out of 
the State, would divide it among themselves; 
which would greatly increase their profits, lessen 
the incomes of our Road and result in no material 
benefit to consumers in the State. 

Again it would be impossible to determine 
what grain, passing over the road, was intended 
for consumption in this State, and what for other 
States, or for exportation to other countries.— 
Speculators, buying to sell in other States, or for 
exportation, shipping over this route, might re- 
port their grain for Georgia consumption, and 
consign it to Atlanta, Macon, or Augusta, and 
take the benefits of through rates over the line ; 
and of free transportation over the State Road. 
They could then arrange with the consignees at 
those points, to reship it to South Carolina, 
Alabama, or other destinations beyond the limits 
of this State, for consumption in which it was 
originally intended. 

For these and other reasons, I am satisfiied 
that the free transportation of grain, or other 
bread-stuffs over the State Road, would result 
mainly to the benefit of other railroads, and spec- 
ulators, without material benefit to the consumer. 
I do not, therefore, consider that it would be wise 
to adopt that course; but think it best that the 
authorities of the State road, act in concert with 
the authorities of the other roads, and -do all in 
their power to procure from the roads, such rates 
of through freight as will afford grain to our peo- 
ple at as low a price as possible. If the State 
had the control of the other roads over which it 
must pass, the case would be very different, as 
she would then have the power in her own hands, 
to regulate the price on all; but it should be re- 
membered, that the road over which the State 
has control, is only one of the shortest links in 
the chain. 

I trust the cause of alarm on account of the 
scarcity of grain in the country, is much less 
than many have supposed. My opinion is, that 
abundant supplies can, and will be brought into 
the State, and sold at prices nearly, or quite as 
low as those paid during the past year. I shall 
contribute all in my power to this result ; which I 
consider of vital importance to our people, I will 
cordially sanction any law which may be devised 
by the wisdom of the Legislature, for the assist- 
ance of the afflicted, or more indigent and dis- 
tressed portion of the people. As a tax-payer 
and a citizen, I will cheerfully contribute my 
part towards the assistance of those who are in 
distress and are unable to‘help themselves. I 
commend this subject to the careful consideration 
of the legislature. 

In my last annual message, I gave somewhat in 
detail, the reasons which influenced my judg- 
ment, in arriving at the conclusion that it would 
be, not only sound and safe, but wise policy on 
the part of the State to lend her aid, by allowing 
the use of her credit, to such Railroad companies 
in the construction of their roads as will accept it 
upon the terms, and subject to the liabilities and 
restrictions therein prescribed. My mind has 
undergone no change upon this question. Obser- 
vation and more mature reflection have fully con- 
firmed my previous convictions. . I therefore, for 
the reasons given in said message, renew the 
recommendation therein contained. 

A reference to the past history of State Aid to 
Railroads, in Georgia, is probably one of the 
strongest arguments that can be adduced in its 
favor, in future. The State, by payments from 
her Treasury and the use of her credit, built the 
Western & Atlantic Railroad ; which has not only 
developed a rich section of her territory, and 
added many millions to her wealth, and thousands 
to her population, but is now paying into the 
Treasury ten per cent. per annum, upon the whole 
sum paid out of the Treasury and raised by the 
sale of bonds, for the construction of the Road ; 





the State the supplies of grain at present abso- 
lutely necessary to the support of her people. 
Georgia, has not, therefore, been injured by her 
first grant ¥ State Aid in the construction of a 
Railroad. The second instance was that of the 
Milledgeville and Gordon Road, in which she 
took $20,000 of stock, Upon this stock, she re- 
ceived interest at the rate of six per cent, per 
annum, while she owned it; and on the sixth day 
of June last, under the provisions of the Act of 
1859, she sold it at par, for cash, to the Central 
Railroad and Bankirg company; with which it is 
now consolidated. The third and last case of di- 
rect aid by State appropriation, in the construc- 
tion of a Railroad, is the Atlantic and Gulf Road, 
in which she bound herself to take $1,000,000 of 
stock. This road is being rapidly constructed ; 
and I am informed that the State will have no 
difficulty in disposing of her stock in it, at par, so 
soon as the road is completed. To do this, in 
my opinion, would be good policy ; provided that 
the money is again invested in the construction of 
such other roads as develop the resources of other 
sections of the State. 

I again visited this road in May last; and 
found that fifty-two miles of it had been com- 
pleted since my visit one year previous, There is 
probably no road in the State so well built, upon 
which more rigid economy has been practiced. 
Its construction and management reflect great 
credit upon its able and energetic president and 
other officers.—The road is developing a most 
interesting portion of our State ; and it is believed 
that the increase in the value of the lands in the 
counties through which it passes, from the day 
when it was commenced to the day of its comple- 
tion, will be more than the entire cost of its con- 
struction. 





Spain-Its Efforts aud Progress. 
The subjoined synopsis of railwav progress in 
Spain is from the pen of Mr. Charles Vignoles, an 
authority of more than ordinary eminence :~ 


“ South Madrid a line is open from Cadiz to 
Seville, with a continuation to Cordova; another 
through Aranjuez and Albuceta, to Alicante, with 
one branch to Toledo and another to Valencia. 

‘‘ North of Madrid, two great arterial lines are 
under construction: one proceeding north-west 
to Avila and Valladolid, and thence north-east, by 
Palencia, Burgos, Miranda de Ebro, and Vitoria, 
to Alsasua, at the foot of the Cantabrian, Pyrenees. 
The other running north-east, through Guadala- 
mara.and Calatayud to Zaragoza, thence turning 
north-west, and following the left bank of the 
Ebro to Tudela and Castejon; here diverging 
north, crossing the Ebro, and following the valley 
of the river Aragon, and afterwards that of its 
tributary, the Zadacos, through Tafalla to Pam- 
plona, and from Pamplona changing direction to 
the westward by the Barunda Valley to Alsasua. 

‘From Alsasua, where the two meet, one line 
only proceeds to cross the Cantabrian Pyrenees— 
winding through the Pass of St. Adrian and down 
the flanks of the mountains to Onate and Villa- 
real, and thence along the tributaries and main 
valley of the river Orio past Tolosa to Lasarte ;— 
here, crossing a low ridge through a winding 
gorge to the sea-coast, passing St, Sebastian, 
Passajes, and Renteria, to the frontier of France, 
which is here formed by the river Bidassoa flow- 
ing between Behovie in France and Yrun, the last 
town in this part of Spain. "a 

“From Yrun, the the French authorities are 
laying out the continuation of the line through 
St. Jean de Luz and Biarritz to Biayonne, skirting 
that town east of the fortifications, and crossing 
both the rivers there to join the existing railway 
from Paris, through Tours and Bordeaux, which 
terminates at Bayonne. . 

“These lines are nearly all in various stages of 
construction, The western is known as the 


Northern of Spain, and is under the same general 
management all the way to the French foiier: 
Portions are nearly finished between Valladoli 





besides affording the means of transporting into 


and Palencia, apd on the other parts the progress 
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making may be seen from many places on the 
highroad between Bayonne and Madrid. 

“ The eastern is called the Madrid and Zaragoza, 
as far as the latter city. It has been opened 
from Madrid to Gaudalamara, and the works are 
advancing on the other parts, The continuation 
west and north is known as the Zaragoza and 
Alsasua ; and considerable progress has been 
made in many places, particularly north of the 
river Ebro. 

“In a few years the railway communication 
from Paris will be completed across the Canta- 
brian Ridge, and thence in two directions to 
Madrid. Meanwhile, a branch of the Northern 
of Spain is advancing northward from Palencia, 
running parallel to the Grand Canal of Castile ; at 
the head or termination whereof, at Alar del Rey, 
arailway, already in operation, extends about 25 
miles, still proceeding north, to Reinosa a small 
town high up on the southern slope of the Canta- 
brian Ridge, not far from the source of the Ebro. 
Another section comes up from the Bay and town 
of Santander towards Reinosa, for something 
more than 20 miles to Somahoz, a village in the 
valley of the river Besaya, from which point the 
line is being extended some miles further to 
Barcena, in the same valley; but between Bar- 
cena and Reinosa (a difficult and expensive sec- 
tion) the works have only lately been com- 
menced. 

“On the eastern side of the Peninsula two or 
three short lines run from Barcelona, of which 
the coast line, opened to beyond Mataros, on the 
north, will be extended by the Spaniards through 
Gerona, to Figueras on the French frontier, and 
there taken up by the French, will be connected 
with their south system, at Perpignan. 


“ Besides these is the railway from Barcelona 
towards Zarogoza; about half of which, that is, 
as far as Lerida, has lately been completed, and 
the remainder is in course of construction. A 
coast line has been studied and approved of, 
from Barcelona, by Tarragona, Tortosa, and Cas- 
tellon de la Plana, to join the line from Madrid at 
Valencia. 

“A line has lately been approved of by the 
Spanish Government to proceed westward from 
Palencia to Leon, and thence, winding through 
the Cantabrian Ridges by Lugo, to Corunna and 
Ferrol, 

“ An important line is making from Bilbao to 
Orduna, through the Gujuli Pass of the Canta- 
brian Pyrenees, and along the valley of the river 
Bayas, by Poves, to Miranda on the Ebro, where 
it connects with the Northern of Spain coming 
from Valladolid and Burgos through the Pass of 
Pancorbo, and proceeding to Vitoria and Alsasua 
towards Bayonne. This line will be opened to 
Orduna early next year, and by the end of that 
year to Miranda de Ebro. 

“The line from Bilbao, after crossing the river 
Ebro to Miranda, follows the left bank for 90 
miles through the towns of Haro and Briones, 
the marts for the celebrated wines of the Rioja 
district, sent largely to France to strengthen the 
Bordeaux wines; and from Haro by the once 
famous Convent de la Estrella, Montalvo, and 
Cenicero, to Logrono, one ef the most pleasant 
towns in Spain, where the warrior Espartero, 
Duke of Vitorio, lives like a Cincinnatus; from 
Logrono, always closely skirting the Ebro, by 
Calahorra, famous in Roman history, Rincon de 
Soto, and Alfaro; beyond which last town, at 
Castejon, this line, which is called the Tudela 
and Bilbao, joins that coming from Zaragoza 
through Tudela, and proceeds as previously de- 
scribed, to Pamplona and Alsasua, and by the 

orthern of Spain ultimately to Bayonne. The 
Todela and Bilbao will be entirely completed be- 
fore the end of 1862. 

. “Spain it will be thus seen, is rapidly improv- 
ing her internal communications ; and indeed the 
Whole country is advancing in prosperity with a 
silent though regular and unceasing step; anda 
do more years of continuance in this wise and 
ealthy career will enrich our inhabitants and 
consolidate her government and institutions, bring- 


ing her also into more intimate connection than 
hitherto with the rest of Europe.” 

During the year the Spanish Government has 
approved of a concession of the Ciudad-Real and 
Badajoz to Don Jose Forus, -with a subvention of 
970,0002. in specie or in State “ obligations,” 
The concessionist represents four banking houses, 
besides contractors. M. Salamanca, the well- 
known capitalist, obtained the concesson for the 
Albacete and Carthagena. Before the works 
commence, the original surveys upon which the 
concession was based are to be checked by the 
engineers, and is said that some important modi- 
fications will be introduced into the details. 

The Barcelona and Saragossa will be in full 
working order, shortly. The new line from 
Carthagena to Alicante has been sent out by the 


engineers, and will have stations at Murcia,|? 


Oribuela, Collosa, Catral, and Elche. The conces- 
sion of the Tarragona and Barcelona has been 
granted to Don Magin de Grau. 





Patent Exhaust Steam in Locomotives. 
UNITED STATES CIRCUIT COURT. 
Before Judge Nelson, Shipman and a Jury. 

Ross Winans vs. Charles Danforth, et al.— 
This was an action for damages for an alleged in- 
fringement of a patent granted in November, 1846, 
to the plaintiff, for an improvement in the mach- 
inery of locomotive engines, by which the exhaust 
steam which was made t» discharge itself into the 
smoke-pipe, was so regulated as to increase or de- 
crease the draught of the smoke-stack, according 
as the engineer desired to increase or decrease the 
working power of the engine. This object the 
plaintiff effected by carrying his exhaust-pipe to 
the bottom of the smoke-pipe, and fitting them 
there with conical plugs, by the motion of which 
in the pipes, the discharge of the steam into the 
smoke-pipe was increased or diminished. The 
defendants, who are engine builders at Paterson, 
N. J., have built engines in which the two exhaust- 
pipes are brought into one, in which a conical 
plug was fitted, by means of which the exhaust 
steam was discharged, not into the smoke-pipe, 
but into the bottom of the smoke-box. They 
claimed that this was no infringement upon the 
plaintiff's patent. They also claimed that the 
machinery built according to the plaintiff's patent 
would not be available, and they denied the nov- 
elty of the plaintiff's invention. 

Judge Neuson charged the jury that the idea of 
the plaintiff was the regulation of the exhaust 
steam for the purpose of increasing the draught 
according to the necessities of the engine, which 
idea was not denied to be a useful one, and if this 
idea was to be found in the arrangement which 
was placed at the bottom of the smoke-box, it was 
just as much an infringement of the plaintiff’s 
rights as if it was placed anywhere else. That as 
to the denial of novelty, several points were relied 
on. One was an engine called the McNeil, but as it 
appeared that this was only an experiment which 
proved unsatisfactory and was abandoned, that 
might be laid aside, as it was necessary not only 
that a man should have an idea, but should em- 
body it in a working machine, to secure him the 
benefit of the patentlaws. Another reference was 
based on machinery described in the Mechanics’ 
Magazine, but in that there was no idea of regu- 
lating the exhaust steam for the purpose of affect- 
ing the draught, but only for the purpose of check- 
ing the progress of the piston in the cylinder. 
Another matter relied upon to impeach the novelty 
of the plaintiff's invention was some experiments 
which were made to find out what was the proper 
amount of steam to discharge into the smoke-pipe 
of any locomotive by a fixed aperture, but -which 
when ascertained would leave the pipes just the 
same as the pipes previously used, and bad no 
idea of regulation of the exhaust steam in them. 

That another defence relied upon was a patent 
granted to Mann & Tyng. But this was simply a 
plan of diverting a portion of the steam into the 
boiler, when there was more made than was need- 





body of the steam discharged, and could not there- 
fore be relied on. 

That if on all the evidence, the Jury should find 
n the defendants’ machines the ideas of the plain- 
iff embodied into a machine corresponding with 
he machine of the plaintiff, they must find a ver- 

ict in his favor, 

The case has been on trial for several days, 
The Jury, after a short absence, found a verdict 
in favor of the plaintiff for the sum of $3,000,

Texas and New Orleans Railroad.

Journal of Banking Law. 
BANK CAPITAL: LIABILITY OF THE STATE TAXA- 
TION ALTHOUGH INVESTED IN STOCK OF THE 
UNITED STATES, 


Under the constitution of the United States, 
the property belonging to the general government 
is exempt from State taxation. The Bank of the 
* Commonwealth, in the city of New York, invest- 

ed the sum of $103,000 of its capital in United 
’ States stocks of the loan of 1858, and claimed 
that the said stocks and the amount of the capital 
invested therein was exempt from taxation. 

The commissioners of taxes and assessments of 
the city and county of New York denied the ap- 
plication and petition of the Bank to have the 
sum so invested deducted from the amount of its 
capital liable to taxation for the year 1859, as 
personal property, and decided.that such sum 
was not exempt as claimed. 

On the relation of the Bank a writ of certiorari 
was issued by the Supreme Court to the commis- 
sioners, and upon the above facts the Court at 
Special Term, sustained the commissioners and 
decided that the assessment should be confirmed. 
From this decision the Bank applied to the Gen- 
eral Term of the court, which has now rendered 
its decision affirming the judgment of the Special 
Term. The following is the substance of the de- 
cision. ‘ 

Bonney, J.-~-The question in my opinion de- 
pends entirely upon the construction to be given 
to the ‘‘Act in relation to the assessment of taxes 
on incorporated companies” passed April 15th, 
1857 ; and for the purposes of this decision I as- 
sume that all stocks of the United States are ex- 
empt from taxaticn by the Stale governments ; 
and not only that such stocks cannot be so taxed 
eo nomine, but that individuals who are the own- 
ers and holders thereof cannot be so taxed for 
the amount or value of the same as for personal 
property owned by them, 

This relator (the Bank of the Commonwealth) 
is a domestic corporation created by and under 
the laws of this State, and subject to its authority 
and legislation, Under the statutory provisions 
of the State of New York, the assessment in this 
case has been made, and as it appears to me, in 
exact accordance with those provisions, There is 
no question here of surplus profits, or reserved 
funds; or as to the actual value of the stock, 
neither does it appear that any part of said stock 
was held by the State, or by any incorporated 
literary or charitable institution, or was excepted 
in the assessment roll, or was by law exempt 

from taxation, But the relator insists that a de- 





duction should have been made, not of any parti- 
cular part or shares of the stock, as being for any 
cause exempt by law from taxation, but of the 
sum of $103,000 from the aggregate amount of 
the whole capital stock not invested in real estate, 
for the reason that such an amount ($103,000) of 
the moneys paid in for shares in said capital had 
been by the bank invested in stocks of tite United 
States, and that such United States stocks re not 
subject to taxation by State authority. 

Under the statutes of New York, as I under- 
stand them, tazes are assessed upon the amount of 
the capital stock of a corporation ascertained in 
the manner prescribed, and not upon any property 
purchased or otherwise obtained by the corpora. 
tion, or in which such capital ot any part thereof 
may be invested—excepting only the real estate 
held by the company which is subject to special 
rales of taxation, and must be assessed et the 
place where situated, whether in this State or 
elsewhere; and it is to be observed that the stat- 
ute neither requires nor authorizes the insertion 
in any statement made under Sec. 3, of any ac- 
count or statement of the use made by a corpora- 
tion of any part of its capital or other property, 
excepting only the part which has been used in the 
purchase of real estate, nor of any specification 
of the personal property held by such corporation. 

In my opinion these statutes clearly require that 
every monied or stock corporation shall be assess- 
ed for and pay taxes upon the whole amount of 
the balance of its capital stock, paid in and re- 
maining after deducting the shares of stock ex- 
cepted, or exempt, as above mention, notwith- 
standing a portion or even the whole of such 
balance may be invested in stocks of the United 
States held by such corporation. 

But it is urged in behalf of the relator that the 
said statutes, if this be their true construction are 
unconstitutional, in so far as they provide for, or 
authorize taxation, by State authority of any part 
of the capital stock of the corporation which is 
invested in stocks of the United States. I cannot 
assent to that proposition. The State of New York 
has by its laws created, or authorized the forma- 
tion of their Commonwealth Bank and other like 
corporations, granting to them certain powers and 
privileges, and has also provided by law for the 
taxation of the capital stock of every such corpora- 
tion. 

As soon as the capital stock of any such corpor- 
ation is paid in, it becomes as stock the subject of 
and liable to taxation; and asI view the law, it 
must, during the continuation of the corporation, 
remain so liable to taxation as stock irrespective 
of the property in which the money paid for the 
stock may be invested, or any use that may ba 
made of such money by the corporation ; and if 
any part of the money paid in for its stock shall at 
any time be invested in stocks of the United States, 
such investment cannot affect the right of taxation 
for the reason that the assessment of taxes is not 
upon stock of the United States, or other property 
owned or held by the corporation, excepting only 
its real estate, but continues to be as it was before 
such investment was made, an assessment upon 
the capital stock of the company, created under 
the laws of the State, and thereby expressly made 
the-subject of taxation. The corporation which 
accepts and enjoys the privileges granted must 





take them cum onere. 








And, in my opinion there is no foundation for 
the suggestion now made, tbat the decision by the 
Court below is an evasion of the admitted rule of 
law, that United States stocks are not liable to 
taxation by State authority. It is not in form 
merely but in fact and in principle, that this as- 
sessment of taxes is upon the capital stock of the 
relator, and not upon the property in which the 
money paid in for the capital is invested; which 
property may be and doubtless is changing from 
day today. But to permit the relator to escape 
taxation upon so large a portion of its capital, be- 
cause it has seen fit to invest such portion in stocks 
of the United States, would in my judgment be 
an evasion of the law of the State, which created 
the corporation and made it liable to taxation on the 
gmount of its capital. The order made at Speciay 
Term should be affirmed with costs. 





Punjaub, India, Railway. 

It will doubtless be of interest to our readers 
to leath how our railway progresses. European 
as welt ‘as native are no doubt anxiously watch- 
ing the’ advancement of railroads in India, and 
the residents of the Punjaub have a peculiar in- 
terest of the line now under construction in this 
province, and which is to pass through the capi- 
tal. This being the case, we proceed to state 
that the works from Lahore to Umritsur are in 
such a state of forwardness, that if materials ar- 
rive from England as expected, a locomotive will 
be running over the line this year. In last De- 
cember the railway department started the earth- 
works between Lahore and Sher Shah, 12 miles 
on the other side of Mooltan, These works run 
through a district where: there was every reason to 
dread want of labor, but-we are glad to state 
that at this moment two-thirds of the whole is 
completed. The Lahore passenger train station 
is being proceeded with in a highly satisfactory 
manner, and the Umritsur station will be com- 
menced with whenever the Government’s sanction 
to the work is received. Stations, moreover, at 
Meean {Meer, and !Attaree? (between Lahore and 
Umritsur) are being erected, and, in short, every 
effort is being made to complete the portion of 
the line to Umritsur as quickly as posible. Rails 
have been laid down on 29 miles along side of the 
line, ready for putting down, and the rest which 
will be required are on their way up from Kur- 
rachee. ‘l'welve English platelayers are on their 
way out to assist in the work. This rapid pro- 
gress, this great success, is doubtless attributable 
to the assistance rendered to the engineers by all 
Officials, from the Lieut,-Governor to the Assist- 
ant-Commissioner, and to the cordiality which 
has uniformily subsisted between the services. 
But even this would have availed us nothing if 
we had not Mr, Brunton with his science, his per- 
severence, his patience, and his energy, to the 
force.—Lahore Chronicle. 





Kansas City and Cameron Railroad. 

This road is neariy all sub-let in contracts of 
one to three miles each. Two hundred men are 
already at work grading. Five of the sub-con- 
tractors are at work between Kansas City and 
Liberty, and three of them are at work between 
Liberty, and Centerville. Todd & Co., who have 
the contract for allthe masonry, have commenced 
opening their quarries. The sub-contracts are 
all engaged to be done by March 3lst, 1861. 
We are assured by authority «which we deem re- 
liable, that there will be at least one thousand 
meh at work on the line during the course of this 
month. The contract for the running of the road 
by the Hannibal and St. Joseph Co., is complet- 
ed. The Clay county bonds, to the amount of 
$50,000, are negotiated, and $40,000 in cash are 
now in bank, ready to be drawn upon to pay for 
the work as fast as it progresses, Nothing now 


remains in the way of the speedy completion of 
the road, which will be prosecuted with the ut- 
most vigor till finished.— Wyandott Gazette.

Wright’s Patent Dust Deflector & Obviator. 

We mentioned the fact, a few days ago; that 
Mr. Richard C. Wright, of this city, had received 
Jetters patent for an apparatus for protecting rail- 
road passengers from the eternal nuisance of dust 
and sparks. Since that time Mr. Wright has, 
through the kindness of Col. Wm. Mahone, the 
talented President of the Norfolk and Petersburg 
Railroad, being enabled to test its utility—The 
apparatus, which may be denominated a window, 
was attached to the single window of the mail de- 
partment of the car, and every facility afforded 
the inventor for testing its usefulness. During a 
recent ride over this well regulated railroad, we 
had our attention called to the patent, and passed 
the most of our time in a close examination of its 
merits. This day was warm and dry, and, as a 
patural consequence, dusty ; but no dust entered 
the department to which the Deflector was attach- 
ed; nor could a spark reach the interior through 
this window, as was the case with the others, * * 

Mr. Wright has devoted several years to the 
ventilation of railroad cars, and the concomitant 
of excluding dust and sparks frem them, and this 
Deflector is the result of that long and patient in- 
vestigation. 

The Deflector is simply a window, one-half of 
which is glass, the other half wire gauze. The 
glass, instead of standing parallel to the side of 
the car, sets off at an angle, and deflects the dust 
and sparks on the outside, and rushing past the 
glass, causes a strong current from within to fol- 
low it; said current finding egress through the 
wire gauze which divides the aperture or space 
made by the window frame; in other words, the 
glass covers one-half of the window and the wire 
gauze the other, The peculiarity consists in the 
ingenious manner in which the whole device is ap- 
plied to the window, since it makes no difference 
which direction the cars move, the glass pane, or 
Deflector can be adjusted to suit, and that in so 
speedy and handy a manner that a brakesman can 
; aa the car is in motion—Norfolk Day

Southern Kailroad Connection. 

Mr. A. G. Gower, Engineer of the Southern 
Kentucky Railroad, who was commissioned by the 
committee appointed by the meeting held at the 
Merchants’ Exchange in this city to visit the 
South, and report the result of his examinations 
for the proposed rail connection with Tennessee, 
has returned to Lexington. We understand that 
he visited Knoxville, Chattanooga, Nashville 
Talehama, &c., and secured a large amount of 
general information upon the subject, which will 
be submitted to the committee. His notes of 
surveys heretofore taken will require some days 
to plat and arrange for inspection, but will be 
very full and complete. 

A letter from M. B. Pricnarp, Chief Engineer 
of the Memphis and Charleston Railroad, to the 
Cincinnati committee, is accompanied by profiles 
of the surveys made in 1837-38 of the route from 
Knoxville to Lexington, by the Charleston and 
Cincinnati Railroad Company, under Major Mc- 
Neil. Mr. Prichard thinks the route for a rail- 
road to Chattanooga or Knoxville should pass 
through London or Williamsville, Ky., through 
Wheeler’s (Elk) Gap and down Cone Creek. He 
Says it could not go further West without en- 
countering the waters of the south fork of the 
Cumberland River, from which it would be im- 
Possible to ascend the Cumberland Mountains, 
The work from the Tennessee line to London, 
forty miles, would be very easy, not, costing over 

000 per mile when ready for the engine. 
From London Mr, Prichard thinks the line should 
bear north-easte rly.

We understand the work on the road to Brenham 
is now rapidly approaching completion. The 
bridge across the Brazos is nearly ready to be 
raised. Both the contractors on the road and on 
the bridge have now full compliments of men, and 
it is expected that the work will be completed so 
that the locomotive will reach Brenham early in 
January, if not by the 1st of that month. 

The Air Line extension of this road to Austin, 
is now, as our readers are aware, in the hands of 
a well organized company, with contracts given to 
reliable men for the first section. Weare inform- 
ed that the work is already commenced and there 
is no doubt of the final success of the enterprise. 

It is bard to look at these enterprises without 
permitting the imagination to stray off into the 
future, and dwell upon the results which we all 
hope to see accomplished when these roads are 
completed. Such a vast scope of country, whose 
population and wealth will be increased ten fold 
by them, so large a trade from the far far west, 
beyond the mountains and plains of North-western 
Texas, as they will draw to us, there is no telling 
what ten or fifteen years with the Austin road 
completed, may bring to pass in this State.— 
Houston (Texas.) Telegraph. 





Cincinnati and Mackinaw Railroad. 

We learn from reliable authority that the Cin- 
cinnati and Mackinaw Railroad is being pushed 
forward from Owosso, on the D, & Mil. road, to- 
ward Lansing, ata rapid rate. Twelve miles of 
iron are already laid, and the workmen are pro- 
gressing at the rate of 14 mileaday. The work 
will be completed to Lansing at an early day, and 
will be pushed forward toward Jonesville, on the 
Michigan Southern Railroad, where (or at Jack- 
son) it will probably terminate. This will give us 
a railroad communication with the central and 
northern parts of Michigan, of considerable im- 
portance. We learn that that part of the road 
leading to Saginaw is also in a fair way to be 
completed ere long.— Toledo Blade. 





The Iron Steam Passenger Car: 

The Massillon Times gives the following state- 
ment in regard to the new steam passenger car, 
which recently made a trial trip over the Pitts- 
burg, Fort Wayne and Chicago Road: 

The advantages of this over the common cars 
now in use for carrying passengers, are many and 
obvious. In the first place the cost of a car of 
this description is about $6,000, The cost of a 
train of cars of equal capacity is: For locomotive, 
$10,000; two passenger cars, $5,000; baggage 
car, $1,000; total, 16,000. Here then, is a saving 
of about $10,000 on first cost. Again, it will not 
take more than one-fourth the amount of fuel and 
oil to run the car, and will only require two or 
three persons at the farthest to manage it, when 
five is the least number that could be employed 
on the other. The weight of this car is about 
seventeen tons; while that of a train the size we 
have named is about eighty-five tons, and hence 
the wear and tear of the road in running would 
be proportionately less, It is also safe because 
being so much lighter can be stopped quicker, 





and even in case of collision the concussion would 


not be so great, and the flexibility of the iron 
would cause it to give, and thus partially break 
the violence of the shock. These considerations, 
with others we might mention, are such as 
will eventually cause this car to supercede, for 
the most part, those now in use. 





Union Depot at Terre Haute, Indiana, 
The Several Railway companies having roads 
centering at Terre Haute have contemplated, for 
some time the erection of a Union depot at that 
city. Arrangements are now making to carry 
this project into effect. 


Buffalo, Bradford and Pittsburg Raltlroad.

New Application of India Rubber. 

India Rubber has been applied to so many pur- 
poses that one is induced to ask what is likely to 
be the limit of its application? It was only on 
Thursday calling at the Messrs. Silver, the large 
outfitters in Bishopsgate street, that we saw India 
Rubber applied to a purpose the last of any which 
we should have expected, that is to the enlarge- 
ment or reductioa of maps to almost any scale, 
and with a surprising degree of accuracy. If the 
map is to be enlarged an even sheet of India 
Rubber in its ordinary state of tension is laid over 
the map and an impression of it taken on the 
India Ruber, which is then by mechanical means 
stretched out equally in length and breadth, press- 
ed on the paper prepared, and a correct impression 
taken of almost any scale intended. Ifa smaller 
scale than that of the map to be copied is wanted 
the reverse process is adopted, that is taking the 
impression from the map to be reduced on the 
sheet of India Rubber equally stretched out, and 
then suffered to contract to the size wanted pro- 
vided it be not less than the size to which the India 
Rubber would contract when left to itself, The 
copy we saw was between 40 and 50 times the 
superficial size of the original map.—Herapath,

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change. But of this all may rest assured, that, 
though every State is involved, the party moving 
must suffer the most, and that the self-inflicted 
penalty to be paid, will be just in proportion to 
the magnitude of the offence committed. 

It is this common suffering that, in the end, 
will compose the present differences. In the 
meantime, a tremendous loss will be sustained. 
The public improvements of the country must 
come to a dead halt. The means of those build- 
ing “hem will have been sacrificed, or are rendered 
unavailable, and nothing can be borrowed, It is 
only in fair weather that capitalists let out their 
money—not when political ties are proclaimed to 
be only ropes of sand. 

We speak of course irrespeciive of party, and 
discuss political questions only in their bearing 
upon our material interests. We have seen enough 
to prove that all assertions of the independence of 
one section of the country of the other is nothing 
but arrant nonsense, The dependence is necessa- 
ry and mutual—more necessary in this country 
than in any other from the great diversity which 
prevails in soil, climate, and in the habits of our 
people. All this will be soon found out, if it has 
not been already; but not, unfortunately, till an 
immense loss has been sustained. This will soon 
be sufficient to bring all parties to reason, and 
provide some way of adjustment of the present 
political differences ; for it is certainly safe to con- 
clude, that in the long run, men will be true to 
their own interests, and that they will not long 
sacrifice these for the gratification of an excited 
temper, much less for the indulgence of political 
theories or abstractions. 





Pacific Railroad. 

A meeting was held in the Cooper Institute in 
this city, on the 15th inst., to give a popular im- 
pulse to the project of a railroad to the Pacific, 

Samuel L. Hotaling was elected President, and 
Peter Cooper, Wilson G, Hunt and others, Vice 
Presidents. Mr. Perham, one of the corporators, 
made a statement of the plan of the road, and 
dwelt at length on its advantages. The State of 
Maine has granted an ample charter for the con- 
struction of the road. Speeches were also made 
by Horace Greeley, J. C. Lovejoy and others, and 
a committee of fifteen was appointed to call a fu- 
ture meeting, and take other measures to forward 
the enterprise. . 

Meetings like the above are well enough as a 
means of creating a popular feeling in favor of a 
railroad across the continent, but this, in the end, 
must resolve itself into a government work. In- 
dividual enterprise is quite unequal to such an 
undertaking. It is needed as a national highway, 
irrespective of the profit or loss resulting there- 
from, It is quite certain that, for a long time, it 
could not be profitable. Still, there are sufficient 
Teasons why it should be undertaken without de- 
lay and pushed forward with all reasonable haste. 
With all the force that could be brought to bear 
upon it, 10 or 15 years would be required for its 
construction—a long period in this fast age. If 
Government could be induced to have surveys 
made of the several routes proposed, an important 
step would be taken. It would require years to 
make good surveys of any route. If any-person 
can exert influence in this matter, let it be direct- 
ed upon the General Government, to induce it to 





undertake an elaborate system of working sur- 
veys. 





Share and Money Market. 

The share and money market has been ex- 
ceedingly depressed the present week under a 
most stringent money market. Relief now ap- 
pears to be obtained in this quarter through the 
concerted action of the Banks, which provides 
that any bank may deposit with a committee an 
amount of its bills receivable, United States, 
stocks, Treasury notes or stocks of the State of 
New York, to be approved by the said committee, 
who may issue thereupon to the depositing Bank 
certificates of deposit; bearing interest at 7 per 
cent. per annum, in denominations of $5,000 and 
$10,000 each, as may be desired, to an amount 
equal to 75 per cent. of such deposit. These cer- 
tificates may be used in settlement of balances at 
the Clearing-House, for a period of 30 days from 
the date thereof, and they shall be received by 
creditor banks, during that period, daily, in the 
same proportion as they bear to the aggregate 
amount of the debtor balances paid at the Clear- 
ing -House. The interest which may accrue upon 
these certificates shall at the expiration of the 30 
days, be apportioned among the banks which 
shall have held them during that time. 

In order to carry out this agreement, the specie 
belonging to the associated Banks, is to be con- 
sidered and treated as a common fund for mutual 
aid and protection, and the committee shall have 
power to equalize the same by assessment or 
otherwise. For this purpose statements are to be 
made to the Committee of the condition of each 
bank on the morning of every day before com- 
mencement of business, which shall be sent with 
the exchanges to the manager of the Clearing- 
House, specifying the following items, viz : 

1, Loans and discounts. 

2. deposits. 

3. Loan certificates. 

4. Specie. 

After the Ist of February next every bank in 
the Clearing-House Association is to have on 
hand at all times, in specie, an amount equal 
to one-fourth of its net liabilities, and any bank 
whose specie shall fall below that proportion 
is not to make loans or discounts until their posi- 
tion is re-established. 

The effect of this measure will be a steady 
relief in commercial affairs, and will undoubtedly 
have an immediate influence on prices at the 
stock exchange, the extent of the improvement in 
this quarter must depend largely upon the aspect 
political affairs may assume, An immediate ad- 
vance may, however, be reasonably expected in 
State and dividend paying stocks. 





Erie Railroad--Improvements at the Long 
Doek. 

The tunnel which is to bring this improvement 
into use is so far completed as to allow the passage 
last week of an excursion train. Only a compar- 
atively small amount of work remains to be done 
to bring the road to the finest water front of our 
harbor, and from which it is reasonable to antici- 
pate a great increase of traffic, With this improve- 
ment, and the completion of the western exten- 
sions, now in progress, the Erie will be in a posi- 
tion of strength vastly superior to any ever yet 
enjoyed, 





Mobile and Ohio Railroad. 
The passenger and freight trains of this road 
are now running through to Baldwyn Station, Tis- 


.| homingo county, which is nearly three hundred 


miles from Mobile.—The distance from that point 
to Corinth, on the Memphis and Charleston Rail- 
road, is about thirty-one miles. A hack will leave 
Baldwyn every morning, and reach Corinth before 
night. With this gap—which is a pleasant relief 
in the route—persons traveling west or east can 
reach their destinations sooner than by any other 
route, 

The county of Tishomingo is one of the wealthi- 
est of Mississippi, and the Baldwyn Station is just 
at the corner of the county, abutting on Itawamba, 
Tippah and Pontotoc. It looks over four counties 
of the richest part of the State. The latitude is 
about that of Memphis, and the region, while 
having extreme fertility, is one of the healthiest in 
the country. Itisa beautiful place for country 
seats, and will turn out to be a very flourishing 
settlement, perhaps ultimately to the dignity of a 
city.

We have before us the annual report of the 
President of this company for the fiscal year end-

An aggregate reduction is shown of $72,703 08 
in working expenses, compared with the preced- 
ing year, although the large additional traffic has 
improved the revenue $353,277 23, making an in- 
crease net gain of $425,980 31. The same com- 
parison with 1858 exhibits an increase of gross 
revenue of $80,373, and a reduction in working 
expenses of $1,002,661 13, presenting an increased 
net gain of $1,083,034 86. 


Memphis, Clarksville and Louisville R. R. 

The Paris (Tenn.) Sentinel, of the 24th ult., 
says: “The track-laying on the Memphis, Clarks- 
ville and Louisville Railroad was commenced 
to-day at this point, and will be pushed forward 
with all alacrity till finished. We are informed 
that the grading is now complete over the whole 
line, connecting the Memphis and Ohio road with 
the Nashville and Louisville road. This will place 
us in daily communication with Louisville, an im- 


portant junction to our people in West Tennessee, 
as there are two markets opened to us instead of 
one. This road is bound to be the gréat Southern 
thoroughfare, and one day will thé great 
national route of the Union.” a 
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Shelbyville Railroad.--Branch of the Louis- 
ville and Frankfort Railroad. 

We learn from the Shelbyville News that the 
Directors of this road, after full consultation and 
deliberation, M:-. Gunn, the engineer being present, 
have determined not to put the road under con- 
tract until more money could be secured. The 
President reported that $255,000 had been secured 
by subscription and negotiation. This, added to 
the unexpended old subscription of $40,000, 
makes a total of $295,000. Mr. Gunn, who sur- 
veyed the work during the spring of 1859, has re- 
cently reviewed his estimates, and reports that the 
completion of the road and the rolling stock will 
cost $295,000. This, however, does not include 
the expense for depot grounds and buildings, 
water stations, engineering expenses, and pay of 
officers. By the terms of the ordinance of the 
city of Louisville, loaning the road $120,000, the 
Company are required to pay the interest for one 
year on the bonds, which, at 6 per centum, will 
take $7,200. This, added to the items mentioned 
as not included in the $295,000, will make the ad- 
ditional sum of $25,000. The Directors have, 
therefore, prudently determined not to put the 
work under contract until this additional sum is 
secured, and we can have no doubt that the call 
upon the friends of the road will meet a prompt 
and liberal response, 





Action of Pittsburg Councils Affecting Rail- 
road Bonds. 


The Select and Common Councils of the city 
of Pittsburg, in order to protect the home credit- 
ors of the corporation, in view of the numerous 
suits pending against the city for interest on rail- 
road bonds, several of which are to be tried at 
the present term of the United States Circuit 
Court, passed a resolution directing the Mayor “to 
execute and deliver to Thos. Bakewell, Joan Bis- 
sell and James B, Murray, a mortgage upon any 
or all of the real estate belonging to the city of 
Pittsburg, for a sum not exceeding one million 
five hundred thousand dollars, in trust for the 
benefit of the legal holders of municipal obliga- 
tions or certificates heretofore issued for purposes 
of ‘city loan,’ ‘water loan,’ or ‘work,’ as the same 
are now registered and set forth in the book of 
‘city obligations,’ in the Controller’s office.” The 
Mayor at once, under proper legal advice, ex- 
ecuted the mortgage, notwithstanding a formal 
protest from John H. Hampton, Esq., who as at- 
torney for Messrs. Oelrich & Co., of New York, 
holds coupons from bonds issued by the city to 
various railroad companies, amounting to $74,000. 
The result of this mortgage will be to leave the 
payment of railroad obligations to revenues deriv- 
able only from direct taxation. The municipal 
bonds are older than the railroad bonds, and the 
effect of the action vf Councils, if it have any le- 
gal effect at all, is to make the holders of the mu- 
nicipal bonds preferred creditors over the holders 
of railroad bonds, 





Henderson and Nashville Railroad. 

Sealed proposals will be received by this com- 
pany at Henderson, Ky., until the Ist. prox. for 
the construction of ten miles more of their road. 
We understand that the first five miles have been 
completed, and the tax is now being collected to 
pay for the work already done, Those owing 
taxes have paid up readily and willingly. The
